REMARKS 

The above amendment is submitted in an effort to improve the quality of the 
issued patent and to provide proper protection for the invention; this amendment does not 
have any affect on the patentability or the scope of the claims, and was not submitted 
earlier due to the fact that the need for this amendment came to the attention of the 
applicant(s) upon review of the file after receipt of the Notice of Allowance. 

Specifically, claims 11-16 have been amended to be dependent upon claim 18, 
rather than claim 10. No new matter has been added and no new issues are raised which 
require further consideration or search.
